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DETAILED ACTION 

REMARKS 

Claims 13-18 and 23 remain pending. Applicant amended claims 13 and 14. 
The amended Specification has been acknowledged and accepted. 
Consequently, the objection to the Specification has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 13-18 and 23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Test units comprising a cartridge, a testing means and a sample chamber 
disposed within a housing are well known in the art. Smith et al. (US 4,534,939) 
disclose such a test unit. However, prior art does not disclose a test unit comprising the 
claimed sample-taking means. Prior art does not disclose a sample-taking means 
comprising two half-tubes capable of pivoting between two positions disposed within a 
housing. This feature of the claimed invention is patentably distinct because it facilitates 
sample collection.
